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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 1, 14 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fry. 
The reference discloses a first vibrating screen of at least 2 feet in width with means for 
classifying to less than about 3.5 inches compressed material from sub four inch news screen 
fines no larger than about six inches, and second vibrating screen of predetermined width 
comprising means for classifying to less than about one inch and an adjustable pneumatic 
separator portion comprising first air stream flowing up from below and second air stream being 
exhausted from above wherein the adjustable pneumatic separator classifies material from less 
than about 3.5 inches of sub four inch news screen fines into a heavy portion and a light portion 
(col. 2, lines 23+; col. 3, lines 1+). Based upon Applicant's disclosure and specification, 
Examiner contends that 6 inches is about 3.5 inches. Examiner contends that the disclosed 
pneumatic separator portion inherently generates a first air stream flowing up from below and 
second air stream being exhausted from above. 

3. With regards to claim 14, the reference further discloses starting with sub four inch news 
screen fines compressed material no larger than about 6 inches, classifying to a first size less 
than about 3.5 inches, classifying to a second size less than about 1 inch, pneumatically 
separating with a first air stream flowing up from below and second air stream exhausting from 
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above, and, inherently, adjusting the quantity of the first air stream and the quantity of the second 
air stream wherein the pneumatically separating step classifies sub four inch news screen fines 
material in to a heavy portion and a light portion (col. 2, lines 23+; col. 3, lines 

4. With regards to claim 1 7, the reference further discloses a first vibrating screen that 
classifies to less than about 3.5 inches compressed material from sub four inch news screen fines 
no larger than about six inches, and second vibrating screen which classifies into a third portion 
to less than about one inch and transports a forth portion to a pneumatic separator and an 
adjustable pneumatic separator portion comprising first air stream flowing up from below and 
second air stream being exhausted from above wherein the adjustable pneumatic separator 
classifies the forth portion into a heavy portion and a light portion, wherein, inherently, the 
relative quantities of the first and second air stream are adjustable (col. 2, lines 23+; col. 3, lines 
!+)■

5. Claims 12, 13, 15, 16, 18 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
